When I went through the mint in Phila. recently the guide stated that silver dollars were 
coined at the rate of 80 per minute in one press, and it took 80 tons pressure to make the 
impression. As it seemed such a small pressure compared with what I had before that considered 
necessary. I asked if it only took 80 tons & he stated that was all. 


As I wish to be correctly informed upon the subject you will confer a great favor if you 
will kindly state the pressure required to make the several coins as follows: 


Silver dollar 

“ half dollar 

“ quarter dollar 

“ dime 

Nickle 5 cent piece 
Bronze cent.
